— The plan pre- 
pared by Assistant Secretary Nfttleton, 
for restrictinK pmiper immigration iiitn 
the United Htatts. h,iH Itccii suhniittcd 
to the jircsidt nt ajul appi'oved, aniMviin 
ycst. iila\ ( luiiMdied in a <'ircnlar letter 
and sent to till steamtfhip companies 
bringing immigrants to this country. 

Thecircnhvr, after reciting the laws 
designed to regnlate immigration, iays: 
The evident dupoaition of many steam- 
Bhip lines, under the pressure of sharp 
competition, to gather np in Europe and 
brine to the UnAedStatW all yrbo, with 
or without the aid of others, can pay the 
now trifling cost of steerage passage, re- 
gardless of their oharaoter or condition, 
and regardless of oor laws, compdls on 
the part of this goremment a closer 
■onitiny and the adoption of more com- 
prehenaive measures ' than have hitherto 
seemed necessary. 

While it is the purpose of thesoTem- 
ment to enforce those statutes m their 
letter and spirit at erery port of the 
United Stales and along uie Internation- 
al boundary, it is derixed that as little 
discomfort and distress as possible result 
to persons affected Iqr the immigration 
laws. With this Tlaw it is important 
that persons of th« prohibited dassesbe 
prevented from leaving thdr homes and 
crossiDg the sea, only to be sent back 
again on their arrival here. It is wrong 
that either the greed of spme steamship 
companies, the mistaken kindness of 
friends, or tba widiof many foreign 
companies.

A Thoneand Models and Deslgne Await* 
tnk tho Aetlon of tho Conmittoo. 

WASHnfOToTf, June 4. — One thonsand 

bouse letter Imxes nf every < DUceivable 
size, shape and sulistaiice are piled up in 
Rocmi ."lo, I'll II .r li. ot tUe pnstuflice de- 
partment, awaiting examination by the 
postmaster general's commission, who 
are ready to hold their second session. 
In the last few da>-8 tliey have been 
coming in whole wagpnloads. and the 
secretary' has. fallen far behind in the 
work of recording the successive en- 
tries. Almost every inventor has snb- 
nntted two or more models. The col- 
lection of inventive skill is not monopo- 
lized by tiK' masculine mind. There 
are many ingenuous devices from bright 
women whose ideas ought to be of 
value in the development of an inven- 
tion that will coiitribnte so much to the 
comfort of intloor people. 

It is well known that an enormous 
amount of time is lost in the aggregate 
by letter-caiTiers while waiting for some 
one to come to the door or the window 
to receive moil matter. It is estimated 
that one-fourth of the carriers' time is 
lost in this way. Any device that will 
save this loss to the service simply adds 
one-third to the general eflBciency of the 
work. For instance, if there are 100 
curriers in Washington whose working 
power is thus diminished to that of sev- 
enty-five working without such loss of 
time, any plan by which these seventv- 
five men Can. witfi the same activity, do 
the work of liio under the present sys- 
tem adils one-third more actual work 
performed iu the course of the day, 
which means to the entire country an 
almost incalculable benefit to all who 
enjoy the rapidly increasing tadUties of 
the free deliverj- .systetn. 

The uostmaster general last June ap- 
pointed a commission to recommend a 
suitable device for letter boxes to be at- 
tainted to the doors of dwellings. This 
commissiiin, at the time of its first ses- 
sion, in the early part of Octol>er, H9d, 
consisted of tiie folluwing memlters: 
John M. Corse, postmaster, Boston, 
Mft.ss. : C. \nu Cott, ]iostma.ster. New 
York city: J. B. Harlow, postmaster. St. 
Louis. Mo. : Henry Sherwood, postmas- 
ter, Washington, D. C. ; .lames E. Bell, 
superintendent delivery. Washington, 
D. C, and W. B. Smith, acting; in- 
sj/eetor in charLre. Washington. D. C. 

A circnlai' had ))een sent out to in- 
ventors and mamifacturers, settintc forth 
the ob.jects desired, soliciting models, 
designs, stigicestions, etc., and ti.xin;^ a 
time and i)Lice for their examination. 
In resjx in.s<> to this ])ublic notice about 
800 moili'ls. de.-igti- and suggestions 
were submit ted, all of which were care 
fully esannned. Ten days were spent 
in this wt)rk. No one device seemed 
fullv to satisfy the re(juiremi)nts. 

The second circuh»r to inventors, dated 
,lan. 10. iwn. called f<T two (das-ses 
of models; ont'' for a deliyei_\' box. and 
the otlier for a box having two compart- 
ments -diie for delivery and the otiur 
for collecting. 

This sei oiid idea was the outgrowth of 
suggestions received during the tirst ses- 
sion. Thus the uri^'itial problem be- 
came still further coinplated. The de- 
vices submitted must be inexpensive, 
neat, we.itlier pioof, i)artially trans- 
parent, sinii)le in ojieration and secure 
from ttiieves. It should mar the door as 
bttie as possiUe, and have a recq>ticlo 

for paiH^rs.

The Outlook as Summed up hy the 
State OommlsidoBen of 
AgrlMdtni*. 



TheState Commissioner of Agriculture 
C. Y. Wilson in his report for the month 
ofMaysa)rs: 

" Com was planted generally ten to 

fifteen days late, i !lll^^ed liy wet weather 
in the ordinary planting season. From 
about the Ist otllay to theSOth, dry 
weather prevailed, which made it impo.s- 
sible to break the soil, deeding was, of 
course, retarded, and the early planting 
did not jjrow well at the start. Tlie stalk 
is low but green, and the stand has been 
reasonably good. There is not much 
complaint of cut-worms or root lice, ex- 
cept in old clover lands. Replanting ha.<! 
not been more general than usual. 
Seed com was very searoe and hard to 
obtain, and many tanners were foKed to 
use indifferent seed. The high price of 
com has stimulated a disposition to plant 
as largely as possible—^ prtee Tarylng 
at the crib from 75c. to f 1 per biiphcl as 
to locality. The crop so far has been well 
cultivated, and, with seasonable weather, 
would soon show splendid condition. 
The acreage aa given is five per cent, 
above last year. 

" In my report of June 1, 1890, 1 gave 
the condition of wheat at 93 compared 
with 1889. The past winter was generally 
warm and open, with few freeses and 
thaws. Consequently it was well rooted, 
and in the spring was stalky and vigor- 
ous, promising the best yield of our 
State's history ; during the month of May, 
from the 1st to 20th, the dry weather and 
unfavorable winds checked its growth, 
and it seemed to stand stUl. About the 
20th rains came in some nections and 
have materially promoted the prospects 
of a good yield. Some looalitiee had no 
rain, or, at best, very W^hi showers. 
Tliere is much complaint of short spind- 
ling heads, which indicate small grains. 
In the past few days a good deal of coni- 
jduintis bein^ made of the grain louse, a 
small green insect, which live in great 
numbers on the beads of wheat, generally 
between the meshes. They do their 
damage by boring into the grain in the 
milky stage and sucking the substance, 
thereby causing the grain to shrivel. 
They are worst in dry weather; with 
good rains they generally are harmless. 
There is no remedy when they oooe make 

their api)ear:uif^e in force, and, of dry 
seasons, they are very prolific, and come 
suddenly and In fjiaat numbers. Gen- 
erally, however, wheat is looking well, 
and, in many places, exceptionally so. 
In any event, from the reasons g^ven, we 
can not have the yield of wheat promised 
four to six weeks ago. Acreage compared 
with 1890, 111. 

" Tobacco— Plants are generally plenti- 
ful and in good condition. Now and then 
complaint is made of the lateness, and 
such other ills as are usually in a crop 
of this IHnd. All the farmers need at 
]iri'sciit to liiive a full Hcttin;: is a ^'oud 
coutiimoiu season for two or three days. 
Since the recent showers the ground ex- 
pected to be used I'oi to}iai'('i ba.'J been 
prepared, and pUnts are rapidly throwing 
to the proper size for setting. Supple- 
mental to my rcgidar re]>oits, I have 
telegraphed and written to all of the sub- 
divisions of the State dating up to the 
2.sth of May. Including three to four re- 
plies from each subdivision, averaging 
these replies, the followinj: is the setting 
to the 28tb : Logan and Todd, average per 
cent, of contemplated acreage, 20 per 
cent., IJowlinn (ireeii, live per cent.; 
Oweusboro, 20 per cent.; Mt. Sterling, 5 
percent.; Paducah, 85 per cent.; Lexing- 
ton, 20 percent.; May.'^villc. I.'i jier cent.; 
Frankfort, 35 per cent. From the 20th 
to the SSth, they had tairiy good rains in 
Breckinridjre. (traysoti, Butler, and Todd, 
and the remainder of the counties west 
of the line formed by theeit counties. 
They, also, had gnod rains in Henry, 
Shelby, Franklin, Scott, Woodford, Ander- 
son and Spencer counties. The counties 
between the Ix)uisville & Nashville Kail- 
road and Cincinnati Southern, except 
the counties nained, hud a very indiffer- 
ent setting seajj^i. All of the section 
east of Fayette^County had a very i)oor 
season. The latxcst sotting: in the hur- 
ley section was in the counties of Henry, 
Shelby, Scott, Woodford and Franklin- 
one man in Franklin completin),' bis set- 
ting of forty-five acres. The counties in 
dark section having the largest setting 
are those generally coiif itjuous to Clarks- 
ville. Where seasons have been good, 
there is no complaint of the stand. 

" Bye— Acreage 100 \ condition, 96. 

"Frolt— liuit year fruit was almost a 
total failure. This year we are promised 
a fair to food yield. The May frost did 
much damage, especially to grapes, in 
mahy logsMtlss,bot we will bar* enough 
left. 

" Oats— The crop, as usoal, will be. very 

small -small acreage —caused by scarcity 
aud high price of seed, combined witli 
late sowbig and dry waathsr in May. 
This crop m ay bewyyideda tailure."

rXOTUBES AT HA'^ B^VOOD 



Th9 heavy wind storm that swept over 
this section Tuesday at noon was tollowet 1 
by another and more distructive one 
yesterday shortly after 3 o'clock. 
The storm yesterday came from the 

AVest luiil Nnrtlnvcut, and th(> <lark 
threatening clouds ua they swept up the 
valley betokened a fierce gale, and caused 
considerable alarm. Windows were low- 
ered, doors closed and every preparation 
made for the Mow. 

But the storm was not ss severe as 
many had feared it woold be, and no 
serious damage was done in this city. 

Fart of ihe xw4 of the cotton mill was 
torn off At the St. Charles Hotel a 
chimney wss blown down and a panel of 
of the upper porch at the rear was torn 
oat A chimney at Dr. Oaitmell's resi- 
dence on Front wa« tumbled into the 
Street. The wind had a faur sweep at 
Mr. Oeorge T. Wood's rssidenoe, and the 
east half of the roof wa? torn off. Part of 
it was left liaugiitg iu (tuiuu fruit trocs, 
and a considarable piece of the tin was 
carried across the street and fell in Mr. 
Marion Walker's yard. 

Two empty freight cars were standing 
on the K. C. siding, just east of the 
creek. These were caught by the wind 
and blown along the track about fifty 
feet Another empty car was standing 
on 'the siding near the cooper shop. The 
north door wius open, and if any one had 
taken shelter in this oar, he woold have 
thought a snre^nongii cyelone had 
Htruck it. Tiiere wiw no outlet, but tin- 
wind soon made one by lifting Uie roof 
frotn its fastenings. An ont-building at 
the depot wa.s overturned. It has been 
a nuisaiue for some time, and the agent 
of the railroad would confer a great favor 
on the peoi)le who travel ^he K. C. route 
to the Ea-ft End if he will have the build- 
ng oioved to some other point. 

Dr. Seed's buflf was standing in front 
of his stable on West Third Street when 
Ibe storm approac-bed. The wind blew 
the vehicle several feet along the street, 
and there's no telling where it would 
have landed had not a falling shade tree 
struck it. The top of the buggy was 
wr ecfc ed by *h s < ws . 

A short distance west of Dr. Reed's 
residence a large elm tree on Mrs. Han- 
nah M. Mullins' lot was uprooted and 
narrowly missed the building occupied 
by Mr. Ix>uis Lehman and family. The 
chimney was Imocked off \ff braoehes of 
the falling tree. 

Dr. T. H. N. Smith's residence cn East 
Third Htreet wan aligbtly damaged. The 
Doctor bad secured a tornado policy on 
his house from Messrs. Duley k Baldwin, 
the iiisiuauce agents, just about an hour 
and a half before the storm struck it. 
"It's an ill wind that blows nobody any 
good," and if the stormy weather con- 
tinues, the tornado insurance companies 
will soon be enjoying a boom. 

At Aberdeen the (>l)io Valley Mill waH 
partly unroofed. Mr. 11. L. P. Cooper, a 
prominent farmer who lives on the river 
hills abput three miles below Aberdeen, 
sustained the heaviest loss so far report- 
ed. A large tobacco barn, juf<t finished, 
was completely wrecked. His loss 
amounts to several hundred dollars. 

Considerable <lamage was doiu> to 
shade and fruit trees in this city and in 
the surrounding country. 

Since the above wa« written reports 
have been received from Dover, Minerva, 
Washington and other points, showing 
that the st^irm was very destructive in 
those Bection.s. At Washington, a large 
tobacco barn containing some 12,000 lbs. 
of tobacco, on the Wood Brothers' place, 
wiw blown down. They had all their 
farm machinery and buggies in it and this 
was baldy broken up. There was also a 
large lot of baled hay stored in it. In all 
it was a pretty heavy loss for'thom. 

At Minerva a large bam on Mr. Alfred 
Forman's place was wrecked. It was 
filled with tobacco belonging to Mr. Mont. 
Weaver. The U. S. Geodetic Survey's 
Station near by was blown down. It-was 
thought to be wind-proof. 

Frank Boyd bad a bam partly un- 
roofed. Other boildinfs ha tha vloinity 

■ufTered considerable damage. 

At Dover John Uaborue's warehouse 
was unrooted, and bams belonging to 
John Wilson and Thonuw A. Bsspesa 

more or less damaged.

Dr. F. K. Manker. coroner of Marii'ii 
county, coridbor.ited the testimony of 
Jenkins as to the condition of the boilj* 
•when discovered. He took the remains 
to his oflice, where a ]lo^t-nlo^tem was 
had by Dr. Cominj^or and himsi'lt. Ii 
was the belief of witness tliat death \\ a~ 
not cause<l from drownin.:;, as nixin ex- 
amination the lun>^8 were loiind jierfect- 
ly friable, and had not Ihm ii tilled with 
■water. The neck was found tn be dis- 
IfK'ated by the jiressnn' it the stiaji. 
Hi.i impression wa« that death re.sultetl 
from chokinj?. or strangulation, as a re- 
f;iilt of the tight ptrap. A weiijht such 
as descrilxxl by the first witness w.i 
bhown ejK'h trf the witnesses ami ideuti 
ti€-d by them as the iron weight foond 
att»<;he<l to the child's iKidy. 

Henrv Thnish, the iKfliceman who ar- 
reHted Mont Mabbitt, was nest exam- 
inetl. and identified the weight shown 
him iis one which had for several 
months lain aboDt Ward Brothen' liv- 
ery stable. 

Frank Uiblet, policeman, testifieil to 
having seen Mabbitt ab<iut Ward s liv- 
ery stable, and also identified the iron 
weight as having been Ijnug at tlie 
above stiible. 

After the examination of Pandora- 
Bamum. who simply te stified as to the 
Mabbitt brothers having roomed at her 
house, the court a<ljoumed. 

At this morning s session a number of 
the state's witneHses who were ni it pre». 
ent yesterday made their apixarance. 
After calling the roll Oni Hunt rmpond- 
ed as a witness. His eximination re- 
lat^-d to the finding of the child's bixly, 
which was a mere repetition of the evi- 
dence of the marshal and coroner. 

John B. Ward testified as t*) the Mab- 
bitt brothers having been in his employ. 
He said that on the lt»th of November 
last Mont Mabl>itt t<H)k a buggy and left 
his stable at about H o'clock at night, 
but did not say where he was going. 
On the morning of the -'7th of November 
after the accomits of the finding of the 
body of the bal>e were publislie<l. Mont 
came up to him and (juietly asked him to 
say nothing of his having taken a bu^rgy 
from the stableat anytime. B\ n nnn ..f 
this conversation the suspicions of Ward 
were arou.sed . and later on he sjiid I o 
Mont that he (meaning Mont) seemed to 
be in for it, and asked liiin wliat he was 
going to do. Mont said thai the girl was 
a woman wlioni he and his brutner Oris 
had befriended, but that he did not 
know what had become of her. 

He also said he knew nothing about 
the killing of the child and did not in- 
tend to run away . as that wonld prove 
him guilty. The witness identified t) e 
weight found as Monging to his stable. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Diction, proprietor of 
Little's hotel, testified U) the fact ot 
Minnie Mabbit having boarded at her 
house, and that on the night of Nov. lU 
she was calletl for and went away in a 
bnggy with Mont and Oris Mabbit', who 
had previously called to see her. 

Mrs. Alleinan. of Indianapolis, wlio 
runs a foundlings' hmne. testitiid that 
the Mabbitt brothers ha^i c.illi d to see 
her about l)OHrdiiig the child of M mnie 
Mabbitt: that she called at i^ittle's hotel 
to see the child, but owinLc to its delicate 
condition she refused to receive it.
